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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's amendments and arguments have been considered but are still not believed to place the 
application in condition for allowance. Applicants assert that the results shown in Table 1 of the instant specification are sufficient to 
patentably distinguish over the WO '214 reference. While the Table appears to show favorable results, it is submitted that the data in the 
Table does not correspond to the closest prior art {WO '214). Comparative Example 1-2 uses a "y" value of 0.6. However, WO '214 
recites a range of "0<y<0.6". Thus, the actual point of 0.6 is excluded from the disclosure of WO '214. Therefore, Applicant's 
comparison in the instant specification does not involve the closest prior art. It is suggested that a point greater than 0.5 and less than 
0.6 be used in a comparison (e.g., 0.55). 

It is further noted, as a formal matter, than the use of single brackets (such as has been used in the proposed amendment to claim 1) is 
no longer permitted. Amendments to delete matter must be made by the use of double brackets or strikethrough.
